It has 
been 
said 
that 
normal 
schools do not make needs, but meet 
them. 
While East Central Normal 
may not have created any specific 
needs in the eleven counties that con­ 
stitute its district it has tried hard 
with its limited resources to meet the 
educational needs of the district. 
Its history is brief if counted in 
years. The institution was founded 
just ten years ago. 
However, d u r­ 
ing that time more than 9000 s tu ­ 
dents have been members of its^stu- 
dent body. Two hundred and sixty- 
six have been graduated and have 
gone o u t to take their places as su ­ 
perintendents and principals of im­ 
portant school centers or have iden­ 
tified themselves with other profes­ 
sions and line of business. 
The larg­ 
er work by far of the Normal school, 
however, has been to furnish teach­ 
ers for the children of the rural and 
village districts. 
In 1918 there were enrolled 366,- 
791 children in the schools of Okla­ 
homa exclusive of the independent 
districts. 
While I do not have the 
exact figures at hand it is safe to 
assum e that East Central District 
had nearly one-sixth of 
these, 
or 
about 60.000. There are about 1,000 
teachers of such schools in our dis­ 
trict. 
As the life of a teacher is. 
on the average, four years In the 
profession, there have probably been 
2500 different teachers in the rural 
schools of our district. 
A large part 
of them have had their training in 
East Central Normal. The teachers 
of all people are the ones who get 
nearest to the people. Consequently. 
East Central reaches something like 
60,000 school children annually— a 
great responsibility, isn’t it? 
But East Central has had to do her 
work with a 
comparatively 
small 
faculty and only one building. 
It 
looks as if th e legislature will give 
us another building at 
this 
time, 
which will enable the school to take 
a splendid forward movement. The 
appropriation for tunning expenses 
will be larger next year than ever, 
though at this time it cannot be told 
just what it W i l l be. 
East C entral’s greatest desire is I 
to be able to serve its district. 
It I 
welcomes people from other parts of 
Oklahoma and other states, but it is 
peculiarly interested in the work of 
the eleven counties allotted to it. It 
desires most earnestly to co-operate 
with all the school agencies of the 
district to fhe end that every child 
In the district may have an oppor­ 
tunity to prepare himself for a life 
of usefulness. 
W hat about the coming su m m er? 
Well, we are going to h a \e a c u r­ 
riculum that will appeal to every un- 
d e rg ra d u a ’e teacher of the district. 
The best superintendents #and prin­ 
cipals will be asked to work with us 
on the faculty and these will bring 
experience and technical training to 
their classes. 
The best school men 
of the United States will come to us 
with series of lectures on the prob­ 
lems of the day. And there will be 
recreational features and Miss Jones. 
lf you were her*' fast su m m er the 
mention of Miss Jones* nam e will be 
enough to enable you to know th a t 
physical training for women will be 
done and done well. And what shall 
we set as the enrollment m ark ? The 
war is over and many of our boys are 
coming back. There is a great de­ 
mand yet for teachers. 
Let’s set the 
m ark at One Thousand as 
a

imum.

Moore persuaded the Santa Fe offic­ 
ial* to move the railroad some dis­ 
tance from its first location in order 
flint there might be room for the new 
plant 
The war came on and build­ 
ing operations were greatly ham per­ 
ed. but in spire of everything the 
work went steadily forward 
The buildings of the 
new 
plant 
stand apart from any used for sim­ 
ilar purposes e l s e w h e r e , in th a t not 
a stick of wood is to be found in the 
construction, reinforced concrete be­ 
ing used from the basement floors to 
the roof of the big storage room. The 
engineers set a new m ark in con­ 
crete construction in these buildings. 
Ample room is provided 
in 
the 
raw 
material storage building for 
freight rar^ to be hacked in and the 


contents dumped In short order. A 
big traveling crane will distribute it 
properly. 
When filled this building 
will contain a m o n th ’s 
supply 
of 
limestone and shale so that if any­ 
thing prevents the usual run at the 
quarries the plant will still be able 
to go ahead for sometime. 
The big kiln already in place is IO 
feet in diam eter and 140 
feet 
in 
length. It weighs more than 700,000 
pounds and has a daily capacity of 
1,500 barrels. It is one of the larg­ 
est in the world. 
The foundation is 
down for another kiln of equal size 
which the company plans to install 
s o m e t i m e next year and a place is 
provided for a third one which will 
be put in two years hence. 
A striking feature about the m a­ 
chinery is that there is not a driv­ 
ing belt in the entire plant and no 
shafting to speak of. everything be­ 
ing tu n independently by motors or 
cog gears. 
Every possible means has 
been employed to prevent the neces­ 
sity of closing down the entire plant 
because of a breakdown in any one 
machine. For example, the mixing 
kiln will be run by a 450 H. V. motor. 
Another motor will be kept 
in 
re­ 
serve and in case the oue now in place 
gets out of order a traveling crane 
will remove it instanter and place 
the other to go ahead with the work. 
In another case coal is provided for 
instant use in the kiln in case the 
gas supply is cut off for any reason. 
This mill will employ the wet pro­ 
cess. instead of the dry process in 
use in the old plant and in all other 
plants in the country until the past 
lewr years. 
It is claimed that this 
has many advantages over the old 
process. 
The mixture of limestone 
and shale is thoroughly mixed with 
water before being burned. 
iii compliance with the urgent sug- 
I gestion of the government it will be 
I arranged to save potash as a by­ 
product. This tonic

smoke stack. It is estimated that on 
full capacity 9,000 pounds of potas­ 
sium sulphate will be saved daily 
and this will be just that much in 
1 breaking down the monopoly Ger- 
I many had on the potash industry 
1 before the war.
